These meanings have also been pointed out by Imam 
(Muhammad bin ‘Ali Tirmidhi 2425 )in the words AL 
Shaft‘ ul-Muta‘ (the intercessor whose intercession will 
be accepted, see also the Holy Qur'an 40:18). It could 
be that the word Shafi‘ (intercessor) might have been 
taken in the sense of Al-Mushaffi‘ lil-Iman (the one 
whose intercession in support of the faithful is 
accepted), as is said in the following verse of the Holy 
Qur'an: "The transgressors shall have no friend or 
intercessor who could be listened to". -(Ghafir 40:18) 
This is contrary to the case of the believers, because 
they will have him 2X<2eisjs as an intercessor, whose 
word will be accepted. ~<

The Almighty Allah's Apostle 2£<¢/a% was so called, 
because Allah the Almighty made the trustee of His 
revelation; or because he was the protector, i.e. 
protector of his Companions and by whose presence, it 
is said, Allah the Almighty prevented discord arising 
from innovations and differences. This is not contrary 
to a saying of the Almighty Allah's Apostle 2X<s¢iijz: 
"When Allah the Almighty intends to show His 
kindness to a people (Ummah), He takes His Prophet 
away from them". By kindness is probably meant that 
they are protected from disfigurement, sinking down 
into earth, or other tortures of similar nature, of which 
they had been saved from trials having developed 
among themselves, the door of which have been closed 
by virtue of the presence of the Holy Prophet 224i. 

The word Al-Amana also has the meaning of Aman, 
i.e. ‘protection’ or 'relief, just as Allah the Almighty says 
in the Holy Qur’an: 


Remember He covered you 
With (a sort of) drowsiness, 
To give you calm as from 
Himself ....
